We are fortunate to have the George Washington Memorial Parkway as 
a main access route to our Headquarters building. This Agency sought tad 
received appropriations in the amount of $8.5 million tor toe construction 
of this Parkway from Spout Hun to our Headquarters ouildlng. It is also out 
policy to support all National Park Service efforts to maintain this Parkway 
as a showpiece of natural beauty .
